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DOCTORATES CONFERRED BY AMERICAN 
UNIVERSITIES. 

The figures in the accompanying table, 
which have been obtained from official 
sources, show that in the course of the past 
eight years the degree of doctor of philos- 
ophy or doctor of science has been con- 
ferred on 2,037 students by thirty-five 
American universities. This record is 
tolerably complete, for although the degree
